PRIDE ‘80 

We discussed themes for the state conference, PRIDE ‘80. 
It was generally felt that we should concentrate on building 
coalitions within our own community and work towards state- 
wide goals for securing full Lesbian/Gay rights. We would also 
like to provide space for special groups - Women, Men, Blacks, 
Third World peoples, older Lesbians and Gays, and the handi- 
capped - so that they might be able to formulate plans and 
strategies for their own needs. Final discussion of the theme 
will be held at the April Network meeting.

Senate, from Pennsylvania, in order to elicit their views on 
Lesbian/Gay rights. The results of those meetings will be nade 
available to all groups in the state.

We will be concentrating 
on those office seekers who will be members of key committees.
